these persons arc susvected of being fifth colmmists., Some have been 


released after explanations about their papers, but many are being detained 
because of Ciserepancies in their statements, People in Canton beliocve that 


these arrested persons will be turned ovor to the Army as reerwits. 


2. About 20 December the Canton police seized tho photographs of all the 
menbers of the newspaser guild which existed under the Nationalist rogime, 
Copies of theso »hotorrachs have becn issued to the Security Police, as 


these journalis® are considered enemy agents and subject to arrest,
